Ha Has already been subjected to great pressures. 

He is ia the nsw book. I deliberately avoiding seeking to interview Mm for 
it because the book did aot require it and ia Mb interest. However, because this 
book will attract some attention to Mb, I did send Mm a message through a mutual 
friend that I believe Ms interest required bis awareness of the content of this 
book us it relates to Mm. And before it appears. 

It took Mm about a month to respond. I than told Mm that while I would like 
vary much to imtorview him ha meed aot feel compelled, it ssssss was aot a precoaditioa 
to Ms learning what was about to appear about Ma aad that the sole precondition was 
confidentiality until the book is on sale. 

Ha elected to talk to ms. 

I had separatad for aim ssroxaa of all references to Mm and other matters I 
bclisv® ho should know. One of these was ® letter by Leoa Jaw or ski, interest in whom 
was the pssposo of your call. It is ia facsimile in the book. 

Because Jim ia oh® of the very few to whom I’ll be able to afford to sead freebees, 
you aaa Me will tMa know all I am aot sow saying. 

I wish I knew when this will b®. There have been printing problems, I am holding 
up anyway because of possible TV interest ia * special documentary (fpr the first time 
aver with any assassination book and with interest sow three weeks old) and because 
of the possible usefulness ia Congressional debate oa amending the Freedom of Informa- 
tion law that as Ma first legislative act Ford succeeded in having amended behind 
the scones into a license to suppress. He and Saxba accomplished this by a doublecross 
at the conference level.

Gao, who was not a source on assassination imformatioa, 
might have been killed over what h® gave me. &s was a minor official of one cf the more 
extras® of the extremist groups. la the end fee gave me all their most seers t material, 
ia volume a stack of xeroxes maybe four inches thick. Those of the past were usiagiag 
shows!
